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NPSO Annual Meeting, Hood River, May 29-31, 2015 


The 2015 NPSO Annual Meeting 
will be hosted by the Mid-Columbia 
Chapter May 29-31 in Hood River. 
Hood River is located in the heart 
of the Columbia River Gorge, 65 
miles east of Portland. Field trips will 
sample the flora on both sides of the 
Columbia. 

The annual meeting venue will 
be the Best Western Plus Hood River 
Inn (BWHR Inn, 541-386-2200), ac- 
cessed via Exit 64 of Interstate 84. The 
Inn has excellent meeting facilities and 
catering, and it provides central access 
to field trip locations in all directions 
from Hood River. Visit hoodriverinn. 
com to see the Inn’s other amenities. 

The Hood River area is cultur- 
ally and botanically rich. The Lewis 
and Clark expedition came across the 
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stream that is now the Hood River 

in 1805. By the early 1900s the town 
of Hood River was a local center for 
apple, pear, and cherry orchards. Dur- 
ing the past decade, many vineyards 
and organic farms have joined the 
orchards. Microclimate diversity has 
supported the continued strength and 
variety of agricultural output, which 
can be sampled in local winery tasting 
rooms and at fruit stands in the Hood 
River Valley south of town. 

Hood River lies midway between 
the moist rainforest of the western 
slopes of the Cascade Range and the 
arid eastern desert. There are numerous 
transition zones based on gradients of 
moisture, temperature, elevation and 
aspect, with corresponding plant com- 
munities. The steep walls of the Gorge, 


and the average temperature difference 
from west to east, force winds to blow 
through this corridor, giving Hood 
River legitimate claim as a windsurfing 
and kite-boarding mecca. 

The spring season will be well un- 
derway at the end of May. Indeed, we'll 
need to gain some altitude to find the 
best wildflower displays. Average tem- 
perature should be ~50 degrees, with 
highs in the upper 60s and lows in 
the mid 40s. Precipitation is possible, 
usually as a light rain — average rainfall 
for the month of May is 1.3 inches. 
Because of microclimate variation cor- 
related with elevation and solar expo- 
sure, plan clothing for the specific field 
trip(s) you will attend. Higher eleva- 
tion destinations will be cooler, as will 
wind-exposed areas. Layering is always 
advisable, as are sturdy shoes/boots and 
hiking poles.

WATER AND LUNCH. Trips may 
be strenuous and/or hazard- 
ous. Participation is at your 
own risk. Be prepared to sign 

a release form indicating this.

Please contact the trip leader 
or chapter representative about 
difficulty, distance, and terrain 
to be expected on field trips. 
Dogs are not allowed. All NPSO

DELL RHODES 


We ask that people carpool and 
riders share expenses. Over 6” vehicle 
clearance is recommended for gravel 
and dirt roads. Several destinations 
have very limited parking, others have 
parking fees. Many of the Washington 
destinations require crossing the Hood 
River toll bridge, which costs $1 each 
way. Oregon State Parks (OSP) have 
a $5 parking fee. Trips 30-4, 30-9, & 
31-2 require a Washington State Parks 
(WSP) Discover Pass for each vehicle. 
Discover passes can be self-issued at 
the two parks but not at the Klickitat 
Wildlife Area; cost is $10/day or $30/ 
year. We may have a few Discover 
Passes to share. 

We will track weather predictions 
and snow levels — some field trips may 
need to be modified. Although we 
hope the weather will be dry and rela- 
tively warm, be prepared with rain gear 
and layers. The Gorge can be windy. 
Field trips at elevations of 2000’ or 
more may be cool; above 3000’ it will 
be cool. Bring plenty of water, lunch, 
sunscreen. Wear suitable shoes/boots 
and bring hiking poles, especially 


where recommended.

MODERATE (5.4 mi RT, 
1340’ gain/loss). This well-maintained 
but sometimes narrow foot-tread trail 
samples several habitats and is a good 
site for a Lomatium diversity lesson, 
including Lomatium suksdorfii. Other 
special species include Cypripedium fas- 
ciculatum, Lithospermum ruderale, and 
Viola sheltonii. Drive: 18 mi (30 min) 
RT, mostly pavement. 


The following three trips meet at 
12:30 pm, leave at 1:00. 


29-3 Hood River Mountain Meadow, 
Ore. Leader: Heidi Venture. EASY 
(variable length 0.5 to 3 mi. RT). 
About 0.25 mi on a utility road leads 
to open meadow, through which we 
can go north ~1 mi and/or south for 
less than 0.5 mi. Spectacular views. 
Likely blooms include: Lomatium spp., 
Eriophyllum lanatum, Triteleia grandi- 
flora, plus endemics Astragalus hoodi- 
anus and Lupinus latifolius x sericeus. 
Drive: 12 mi (15 min) RT, final 2 mi 
dirt and potholed. 


29-4 Tom McCall Nature Preserve, 
Ore. Leader: Jude Russell. MODER- 
ATE (~3.5 mi RT, 1070’ gain/loss). 
Although known for early wildflowers, 
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there will still be flowers, especially at 
McCall Point. The trail travels through 
oak woodland to open meadow on 
top, with great views of the Gorge & 
beyond. It is often windy. Drive: 25 mi 
(40 min) RJ, all pavement. 


29-5 Twin Tunnels, Ore. Leaders: 
Barbara Robinson and Elizabeth 
Stanek. EASY (- 4 mi RT). The His- 
toric Columbia River Highway Trail is 
a mostly level paved trail 4.5 mi from 
end to end. We will hike from the 
Mosier trailhead as time allows, proba- 
bly about 2 miles out and back. Expect 
to see Eriogonum compositum, Eriophyl- 
lum lanatum, Penstemon barrettiae, and 
more. Drive: 12 mi (15 min) RT on 


pavement. OSP parking fee: $5.

30-1 Backroads of Goldendale/Sara 
Wu's Property, Wash. Leader: Sara 
Wu. EASY. Road trip up the scenic 
Klickitat River with stops to view Pen- 
stemon richardsonii, Lomatium includ- 
ing L. suksdorfii, and displays of Ceano- 
thus. At Sara's we may see Cypripedium 
montanum blooming and other forbs. 
Return can be over The Dalles Moun- 
tain Road, ~15 mi gravel, >1.5 hr with 
stops. To Sara’s: 45 mi, ~1.5 hr with 
stops, 3 mi gravel. 
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Rattlesnake Falls, Klickitat County, Wash. 
(field trip destination). 
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30-2 Backroads - The Dalles to 
Five-Mile Butte, Ore. Leader: Caro- 
lyn Wright. EASY. Drive and hike 

to explore gradients of elevation and 
moisture that define the Cascades’ east 
slope. Head out of The Dalles in scrub 
oak habitat; in Mt Hood NF explore 
the mosaic of habitats with short walks, 
including an easy hike to Five Mile 
Butte (4450’). Return via HR valley. 
Drive: ~80 mi RT, mix of pavement 
and gravel. 


30-3 Cape Horn, Wash. Leader: 
Cyndi Soliz. MODERATE (6 mi RT, 
700’ gain/loss). Out-and-back trail to 
two overlooks with spectacular views of 
the Gorge, waterfalls, and many species 
of forbs, including showy displays of 
Camassia and Delphinium. Underway 
is an oak woodland restoration project 
at the Nancy Russell Overlook. EASY 
alternative: Hike directly to Nancy 
Russell Overlook, 0.75 mi RT, mostly 
level. Optional 0.75 mi RT to second 
Delphinium-rich overlook. Drive: ~72 
mi (90 min) RT. When registering, 
please specify Cape Horn mod or easy. 


30-4 Columbia Hills NAP, Wash. 
Leader: Keyna Bugner. MODER- 
ATE (-5 mi RT, 500’ gain/loss, some 
cross-country travel on steep slopes). 
We'll have a chance to sample a variety 
of habitats and enjoy the associated 
flowers, which should be in full bloom. 
Great views. Poles advised for uneven 
ground. Drive: 70 mi (1.5 hr) RT, 15 


mi gravel. WSP Discover Pass required. 


30-5 Conboy Wildlife Refuge, Wash. 
Leader: Don Hardin. EASY (3.8 mi 
loop). The mostly level Willard Springs 
Trail loops along the edge of an open 
marsh and into pines. ‘The preserve is 
managed primarily for birds and wild- 
life but also offers a diverse wildflower 
display, including several Lupinus, Po- 
tentilla, Lotus, Corallorhiza, and Paeo- 
nia brownit. Drive ~65 mi (1.75 hr) 
RT mostly pavement. 


30-6 Condit Dam Restoration, 
White Salmon River, Wash., Half- 
day. Leader: Jeanette Burkhart. EASY 
(1/3 mi) Loop through an active resto- 
ration project on the former reservoir 


of Condit Dam. 7000 plants of 34 
native species have been planted in 
riparian and upland areas. Learn about 
the challenges of revegetation after a 
century of inundation. Possible after- 
noon hike on Buck Creek Falls loop or 
work party. Drive: 16 mi (25 min) RT, 


on pavement. 


30-7 Deschutes River, Ore. Leader: 
Nancy Allen. MODERATE (5-mi 
loop). After one mile on a terrace 
above the river, climb 50 ft. to join the 
steep Ferry Springs Trail and a shallow, 
slippery crossing of the spring outflow. 
Descend gradually to the old railroad 
bed. We'll return on the Blackberry 
Trail at river level. Flowers we may 

see include: Balsamorhiza, Eriogonum, 
Erigeron, Lomatium, Phlox. Drive: ~70 
mi (1.25 hr) RT on highway. OSP 
parking fee $5. 


30-8 Grassy Knoll, Wash. Leader: 
Susan Saul. STRENUOUS (4.5 mi 
RT, 1000’ gain/loss). A rolling ridge 
through wildflower meadows and coni- 
fer woodlands to a former fire lookout 
site. There’s a small, but floristically 
diverse meadow at trailhead (EASY 
option), from which the trail climbs 
steeply to a display of Penstemon ru- 
picola. After ~ 2 mi up and down, the 
broad summit of Grassy Knoll straddles 
the crest of the Cascades, offering views 
with westside and eastside species. 
Drive 60 mi RT, 14 mi (RT) on poorly 


maintained gravel. 


30-9 Klickitat Wildlife Area, Wash. 
Leader: Paul Slichter. EASY to 
MODERATE. Hike up to 6 miles 
(most likely 4) on old roads and some 
cross-country on mostly flat terrain. 
Enjoy native vegetation not seen else- 
where near the Gorge. Rare species that 
may be seen include Astragalus hoodi- 
anus, Lomatium suksdorfii and Penste- 
mon barrettiae. WSP Discover Pass 
required. Drive: 82 mi (~ 2hrs) RT, 1 
mi gravel. 


30-10 Lichen Outing, Big Lava 

Bed, Wash. Leader: Andrea Ruchty. 

EASY. A morning excursion to the big 

lava bed to find and collect lichens, 

followed by an afternoon workshop

in Trout Lake, identifying what was 
found. Good, sturdy footwear needed 
for walking on lava. ~72 mi (~1.75 hr) 
RT. 


30-11 Monte Carlo (North Climb), 
Wash. Leader: Will Bloch. STRENU- 
OUS (4 mi RT; 800’ gain/loss, begin 
at 3200”). Initial 0.75 mi is very steep. 
Long pants and poles strongly recom- 
mended. Stunning meadow with views 
north and west, then short hike to 
mile-long ridge top with series of wild- 
flower meadows. Possible second climb 
up the south end of Monte Cristo. 
Drive: ~ 57 mi (2 hr) RT, some on 
poorly maintained dirt. Over 6” vehicle 
clearance recommended. 


30-12 Oak Ridge Trail to Bald Butte, 
Ore. Leader: Teri Lysak. STRENU- 
OUS (8.2 mi RT, ~ 1900’ gain/loss). 
Trail ascends via switchbacks through 
mixed oak/fir forest and open grassy 
oak savannah to join Surveyors Ridge 
Trail north to Bald Butte. Spectacular 
view and wonderful display of flowers, 
including Arnica, Balsamorhiza, Cornus 
nuttallii, Delphinium, Fritillaria affinis, 
Lupinus, Prosartes hookeri. Drive: 34 mi 
(40 min) RT on pavement. 


30-13 Panakanic Meadow and 
Rattlesnake Falls, Wash. Leaders: Joy 
Markgraf and Barbara Robinson. 
EASY. Flat ground, some obstacles and 
off-trail walking. Wet! - rubber boots 
needed. Meadow is private land with 
showy camas and several rare plants. 
Joy is working to control invasives; pre- 
serving native species will be discussed. 
A short hike to Rattlesnake Falls will 
follow (see Friday 29-1). Drive: 42 mi 
(2 hr) RT; about half on good gravel 
and rough dirt. Over 6" vehicle clear- 
ance recommended.

Start in Quercus 
garryana woodland and head up an ex- 
posed ridge which can get hot if sunny, 
with diverse plants such as Balsamorhi- 
za, Eriogonum, Lomatium, Lupinus and 
Penstemon, and then into Pseudotsuga 
menziesii forest with streams.

Several 
habitats, with blooms resembling those 
seen earlier at lower elevations.

Drive: 132 
mi, (~2.3 hr) RT; all pavement. WSP

31-3 Penny Ridge, Wash. Leader: 
Will Bloch, MODERATE (- 2-mi 
loop). Half off-trail on steep, rocky 
meadow/oak scrub, half on road. 
EASY option: A beautiful place to sit 
and enjoy. Remarkably diverse flora, 
including a large population of Loma- 
tium suksdorfi. Poles strongly advised. 
Strong hikers who want an all-day 
trip could continue on their own to 
the Monte Carlo summit ridge (7 mi 
RT, 1000’ gain/loss; see trip 30-9). 
Drive: 29 mi (- 1.5 hr) RT, ~-7 mi 
gravel. Alternate destination: Surveyors 
Ridge, Ore. (see trip 30-15) at leader’s 


discretion. 


31-4 Pools and Ponds — Chenowith 
Table, Ore. and Dalles Mountain 
Road Wash. Leader: Carolyn Wright. 
EASY (two 1+ mi hikes). Visit ver- 
nal pools (probably past bloom) at 
Chenowith Table, compare them with 
karsts along Dalles Mountain Road. 
We may see Lasthenia glaberrima, 
Damasonium californicum, and both

Stop by and visit with 
owners Drew Merritt and Kristin Cur- 
rin (Humble Roots), then Mo and 
Larry Miles (Milestone) to explore 
what it takes to propagate native spe- 
cies of the Gorge area. Both nurseries 
will have plants for sale. Drive: 16 mi 
RT to Humble Roots; 24 mi RT to 


Milestone.

It is spring in western Oregon and 
will soon be in eastern Oregon. At our 
NPSO Chapters, field trip coordina- 
tors have been making plans.

Have you thought about 
being a trip leader? As a trip leader, 
you choose the location and date. It’s 
good to have a basic familiarity with 
the common plants, but you don’t need 
to be an expert at plant identification. 
This article is to encourage you to con- 
sider being a trip leader and possibly 
answer some of your questions. 

“[m not really trip leader material” 
you may be thinking. Paul Slichter, 

a regular trip leader, relates that “... 
the comment I hear from most people 
when they are asked whether they'd 
like to be an NPSO trip leader is ‘But 
I don't know the flowers!’ My answer 
would be that you don't have to be 
an expert, you don't even have to be 
a moderately good botanist. You just 
need an interest in getting outside, 
enjoying nature, and showing other 
people some of your favorite natural 
destinations.” 

There are leaders who spend an 
hour getting out of the parking lot 


because everyone wants to know what 
everything is. That’s okay. Still others 
tend to worry less about what "every- 
thing" is and lead faster paced hikes. 
Plants are identified, whether down to 
scientific name or just “those are bal- 
samroots and those are lupines...” and 
folks get out to see the area. Botaniz- 
ing is one goal, but NPSO hikes also 
have an important social aspect. On 
many outings loose groups form along 
the hike that change during the day. 
There are always opportunities to share 
our own personal stories or expertise. 
In some cases, participants (and lead- 
ers) bring goodies to share at lunch. 
Sometimes they stop at a cafe on the 
way home and have soup or desserts, 
again adding to that social aspect. And 
hikes generally become a mix of view- 
ing flowers along with lichens, mosses, 
birds, geology and other natural phe- 
nomena that make for an interesting 
day. 

If you have a place that you know 
and love, and would like to share with 
other NPSO members, you are trip 
leader material. If you are willing to 
give back to NPSO in the form of or- 
ganizing an outing, or have an idea for 
a place youd like to see, you are leader 
material. Even if you haven't been

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there yourself, if you are willing to find 
someone who has been, and coordinate 
with that person to team up and lead a 
trip, you are leader material.

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January 2015 Board Meeting Highlights

In December, NPSO Webmaster Sunia Yang requested to hire a person to as- 
sist her with updating the website for several major issues. President Kelli Van Nor- 
man approved expenditure up to $300. Long term assistance is needed, preferably 
from an NPSO member with website IT expertise. 

The election ballot for NPSO board members will be in the April Bulletin. 
Only the secretary position is lacking a candidate at this time. The biennial Mem- 
bership Directory will not be printed this year. In the past it has been offered as a 
hardcopy, but very few members requested that for the last publication. Next year 
only a PDF version of the directory will be created and sent free electronically to 
members by request. It can be printed on demand for those who do not have com- 
puter capabilities. 

Volume I of Flora of Oregon will be submitted to the publisher in February. 

It will retail for $75. Thank you to all who donated to the Oregon Flora Project 
(OFP) to make this possible. The $10,000 matching grant from NPSO will be paid 
from 2014 budget funds. There is an update to OFP’s Oregon Wildflower app by 
High Country Apps, LLC. 

The Board approved two NPSO Fellows nominations. The two individuals will 
receive their awards at the annual meeting. Dave and Jan Dobak are resigning from 
the committee after the annual meeting; new committee members will be needed. 
The Board also approved a letter to be sent to the Oregon Department of Agri- 
culture asking how much base funding is needed to run the Oregon Native Plant 
Conservation Program and meet legislative mandates. A summary of the work 
done by the Program over the last 10 years was also requested. ‘The cc list should 
include a number of Oregon legislators to help raise awareness. 

The new NPSO-EarthShare Oregon liaison, Debbie Spresser, was introduced. 
There are opportunities for NPSO to earn points by offering volunteer activities 
in April to coincide with Earth Day. The Board voted to let the On-line Payments 
Committee select the vendor. We will start with accepting electronic payments for 
memberships and donations. The goal is to have the on-line payment system in 
place, tested, and working by next November’s membership renewal season. The 
Board also voted to purchase general liability insurance and accept the quote re- 
ceived of $425 per year. This will cover the State NPSO. The sub-committee is still 
looking into whether it will cover the Chapters. 

The Board voted to approve the 2015 Budget as amended. The Communica- 
tions Committee presented a proposal for Board meeting to move to a combina- 
tion of face-to-face and conference call meetings.

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Super Early Look at Snowless Bristow Prairie

I’m usually happy to be parked 
in front of my computer most days in 
the winter, but with all the glorious 
weather during this winter-that-wasn't, 
it's been really tough not having time 
to go out. I’ve been working with the 
Oregon Flora Project on the upcoming 
Flora of Oregon. At last, I was able to 
take a day off. 

On Sunday, March 29, fellow 
NPSO member Nancy Bray and I 
headed up to Bristow Prairie in south- 
eastern Lane County, so I could see 
things for myself. This botanically rich 
area up on the Calapooya crest has a 
wide variety of habitats. I wanted to see 
how each adapted to the mild winter. 


Also, as early as possible in the year (I 
never guessed it would be this early!), 

I wanted to check on the population 
of Siskiyou fritillary (Fritillaria glauca) 
that Sabine Dutoit spotted in the rocky 
bald on one of our trips last summer. 
We had no problem getting up to the 
main prairie. There was barely any 
snow visible except a little on some 
higher, north-facing slopes. It’s really 
quite frightening to think about the 
consequences of having no snowpack 
in the Western Cascades. For now, it’s 
rather exciting to be able to get up over 
5000' in March. My botanizing com- 
panions and I have often speculated 

on what conditions trigger different 
species of plants to emerge and to 
bloom. Some may respond to daylight 
conditions at certain times of year; 
others seem to follow heat or rainfall. 
Oregon yampah (Perideridia oregana) 
seems to bloom when the ground starts

can also be seen, just to the left of the dark tree on the left. 
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to dry out in early summer. So-called 
snow-melt species emerge as the snow 
is melting and dont occur (in the 
Cascades anyway) where there isn’t reli- 
able snow. When would they emerge 

if there wasn’t any snow at all? How 
will plants react to months of above- 
normal temperatures? What happens 
when they bloom so early that they get 
covered with snow while in full bloom? 
There may be one small silver lining 
about the lack of snow in the moun- 
tains: it gives us a rare opportunity to 
see how different plants respond to the 
unusual conditions, and perhaps we 
can learn more about what makes them 
tick. 

We started out with a quick look 
at Bristow Prairie itself. Very little was 
happening in the large open meadow 
or along the seepy roadbanks that are 
covered with interesting early annuals, 
just some leaves emerging, includ- 


ing great polemonium (Polemonium 
continued on page 7

Milkweed and Monarch Data Needed 


Western monarch butterflies, like those in the east, have shown significant popula- 
tion declines over the last two decades. As a part of a larger initiative to help mon- 
archs, the western U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service (USFWS) regions have recently 
partnered with the Xerces Society to model habitat suitability for western monarch 
butterflies. This suitability model will be used to prioritize areas for habitat resto- 
ration and monitoring activities.

carneum) and coneflower (Rudbeckia 
occidentalis).

What we did find was a new 
plant for my list, western springbeauty 
(Claytonia lanceolata). They were scat- 
tered about the meadow. ‘This is my 
favorite snow-melt species. 

We headed back down the road to 
the north trailhead, passing blooming 
Sitka willow (Salix sitchensis), which we 
had also seen blooming down along the 
Middle Fork of the Willamette earlier 
in the day, several thousand feet lower. 
No snow in the north-facing woods at 
the beginning. We spotted a lone 
white-veined wintergreen (Pyrola picta)

This 
isn't even an early species; it normally 
blooms at this elevation in July. What 
caused it to develop buds so early? We 
saw plenty of snow queen (Synthyris 
reniformis) and some evergreen violet 
(Viola sempervirens) blooming on the 
forest floor. And on the way back, we 
saw a gorgeous stand of thirteen fairy 
slippers (Calypso bulbosa). All three of 
these species are still blooming at my 
house. 

The rocky bald was my main des- 
tination. South-facing, rocky slopes 
usually bloom earlier than surround- 
ing areas, so I fully expected to find 
some things flowering already. We 
were greeted by lots of bright yellow 
Shelton’s violet (Viola sheltonii) and 
fully blooming pinemat manzanita 
(Arctostaphylos nevadensis). At the bot- 
tom of the smaller, more protected 
open slope just west of the main bald, 
there were a few more western spring 
beauties but none elsewhere. I imag- 
ine the snow (usually) builds up more 
there where the sun can't melt it away 
as quickly. There was a blooming 
white-flowered sweet pea (Lathyrus 
nevadensis?) and budding up larkspur 
(Delphinium menziesii). Some Sierra 
sanicle (Sanicula graveolens) was also 
starting. Lots of tiny seedlings held the 
promise of a good bloom of annuals— 
but when? Figuring out when things 
will bloom this year will be a real chal- 
lenge! Butterflies knew that plants were

A beautiful display of fairy slippers just below 
the large pillar rock near the north trailhead. 
coming out. A Moss’s elfin and an anise 
swallowtail flew about in the area, and 
wed seen a painted lady along the road 
by the prairie. 

As I headed up the slope, there 
were more larkspurs, some Hall’s lo- 
matium (Lomatium hallii), and quite a 
few spreading phlox (Phlox diffusa) in 
bloom. I managed to find a few small, 
glaucous leaves of Fritillaria glauca 
after quite a bit of searching and the 
help of my GPS, on which I had wisely 
placed a waypoint during last year’s 
trip. The leaves seemed quite small and 
still mostly folded. My guess is that 
they have a long ways to wind through 
the rocks before emerging, so it takes 
some time. They are normally one of

the earliest things to bloom but were 
beaten to the punch by these other 
flowers this year. After going to the top, 
I decided to come back down following 
the same swath where the frits seemed 
to flow down. This time, I counted 
more carefully and reached over 40 
before becoming confused about which 
leaves I had already counted. I was very 
pleased to find one blooming-sized 


plant with a single early bud. You've 
got to get out pretty darn early to see 
Fritillaria glauca not yet in bloom! 

It’s way too soon to come to any 
conclusions, but it will be quite inter- 
esting to see how the rest of the year 
plays out. Just since Sunday, the cooler 
weather and storms have dumped more 
snow above 5000’ than there has been 
in quite some time. Perhaps it will slow 
down the flowering of many species. 


We are probably weeks, maybe even 

a month ahead of “normal” at low 
elevations, but the mountains aren’t 
far behind and may be as much as a 
couple of months ahead of time. What 
will that mean for the plants—and 

the animals? I’m planning to get up to 
Bristow Prairie a number of times this 
year to try to track the season, so hope- 
fully some of my many questions will 
be answered.

April 2015 State Board Meeting Highlights

The Board voted to approve loan- 
ing the Emerald Chapter a maximum 
of $2,000 for a down payment on the 
venue for the 2016 Annual Meeting, 
to be repaid through registrations. On- 
line payments for NPSO membership, 
renewals, and donations through Pay- 
Pal will be implemented for one year 
and then evaluated.

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Diversity within a Species: Studying Sagebrush 


Morphotypes

Driving along the highway at 65 
mph, looking out across a shrub-steppe 
landscape it all looks remarkably ho- 
mogenous. However, to an ecologist 
or botanist, there are subtle differ- 
ences — the sagebrush high on the hills 
is generally shorter often with sticky, 
greenish leaves, and the sagebrush 
low in the drainage is tall, with long 
silver leaves. There is actually a large 
amount of diversity in sagebrush, from 
the species level all the way down to

the individuals within patches and the 
chemicals that individuals or specific 
leaves produce. This has important 
implications for sagebrush-obligate 
herbivores like the Greater Sage-grouse 
(Centrocercus urophasianus, hereafter, 
sage-grouse). 

Sage-grouse rely on sagebrush for 
food and cover throughout their life. 
During the winter months, sage-grouse 
rely entirely on sagebrush for food re- 
sources. Sagebrush, however, is heavily 
defended, producing a suite of second- 
ary metabolites for defense, including 
monoterpenes, phenolics, and sesqui- 
terpene lactones. These chemicals have 
negative physiological effects that deter 
herbivory. Sage-grouse select plants 
with lower chemical defenses when

they are foraging, searching for the 
least toxic food to consume. 

As a Masters Student at Boise State 
University in Dr. Jennifer Forbey’s 
chemical ecology laboratory, I study 
how herbivores select certain plants to 
consume on based on their chemistry. 
We track sage-grouse with radio-trans- 
mitters (Figure 1) to their foraging site 
and identify browsed plants that we 
then analyze in the lab. 

By studying the sagebrush plants 
that were selected by sage-grouse as 
food and those that were not, we have 
identified the importance of diversity 
below the species level. Plants were 
split into different size classes or mor- 
photype, which reflect the species and 
age of the plant. These morphotypes 
include identifying morphology for 
the species itself, as well as structural 
(height, stem branching) characteristics 


that further separate species by size

Monoterpene profiles for each mor- 
photype are unique. Each species has a unique 
chemical profile (different peaks), but there is 
also variation within a species that is related to 
size (or age) of the plant. The different peaks 
(different compounds) also represent a type 

of diversity: chemical diversity. By diversify- 
ing the toxic compounds in the diet, animals 
utilize more detoxification pathways, mean- 
ing they can digest the food more quickly and 
experience fewer negative effects. Therefore, 
diversity is important even at the chemical 
level! [The tallest three peaks, from left to right, 
are small A. arbuscula, medium A. arbuscula, 
and large A. t. wyomingensis.

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Figure 4. Coumarin content varies by mor- 
photype and species. Coumarins are UV-flo- 
rescent compounds that are more abundant in 
more palatable plants. Large A. t. wyomin- 
gensis is significantly different (less palatable) 
from medium A. arbuscula (more palatable). 
This graph shows that the coumarin content 

is also reflected by morphotype, which suggests 
that each morphotype has different palatabil- 
ity. Error bars show mean + SEM. 


Invasive Species, cont'd

Goats are well known for their ap- 
petite for weeds, and the Bulletin editor 
has found that chickens can also be 
useful. Her neighbor's hens come run- 
ning when they see her, hoping for a 
snack of shining geranium (Geranium 
lucidum). And what of Arundo donax? 
Practical Plants, an online encyclo- 
pedia, states that the leaves are edible 
when cooked and the rhizomes can be 
dried and ground into a powder for

class (Figure 2). 

These morphotypes are not only 
structurally different, but they also 
differ in their chemistry, with differ- 
ent size classes showing variation even 
within a single species (Figures 3 and 
4). The figures show the difference 
in profile of monoterpenes (Figure 
3), which are the volatile compounds 
you smell in sagebrush after it rains, 
and coumarins (Figure 4), a class of 
ultra-violet fluorescent compounds. 
Sage-grouse can see in ultraviolet (all 
birds can!) and we are learning that 
more and more birds can even smell 
their food. So grouse can potentially 
see the light emitted by chemicals or 
smell the volatiles released when they 
are foraging! This diversity in chemicals 
may provide important cues for forag- 
ing animals that are trying to avoid the 
intake of toxins in plants. 

It is important to maintain this 
chemical diversity across the landscape, 
as it provides a wide range of forag- 
ing resources for herbivores, including 
sage-grouse, pygmy rabbits, pronghorn 
and wintering mule deer. This diver- 
sity also improves habitat resilience to 
climate change, as increased carbon 
dioxide and increased temperatures 
are likely to result in higher chemi- 
cal defenses. Therefore, having a wide 
range of chemistry may provide some 
high-quality forage resources for wild- 
life in the future as toxins increase. It is 
important to preserve this diversity for 
the future. 


mixing with bread flours. Read more at 
practicalplants.org/wiki/Arundo_donax 
and be sure to scroll down the page 
before you adjust your bread recipe so 
you can note that A.donax roots are a 
diuretic. 

The practice of eating invasive spe- 
cies does have drawbacks. The plants 
may contain pesticides or be confused 
with an inedible species. In addition, 
harvesting plants may result in seed or 
root dispersal that spreads an invasive 
species even further. Be sure to do your 
homework before deciding to become 
an invasivore.

The first volume of the Flora of 
Oregon is now at the printer, and the 
Oregon Flora Project (OFP) staff 
is welcoming the feeling of having 
accomplished a decades-long objective. 
In reflecting on the process of creating 
this book, I am reminded of the many 
exceptional people that contributed to 
the effort in countless ways. I hope you 
share in our excitement of reaching this 
milestone! 

Volume I presents taxonomic 
treatments of the 1,054 taxa of pterido- 
phytes (ferns and fern allies, including 
clubmosses and horsetails), gymno- 
sperms, and monocots (lilies, grasses, 
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sedges, and others). “Treatments” 

are comprised of identification keys, 
detailed descriptions of each taxon, and 
illustrations. The first volume addition- 
ally contains introductory chapters, 
appendices, a glossary, references, and a 
taxonomic index. 


Volume 1 front material 


Being the first of a three-volume 
flora, we wanted Volume I to include 
information that provides a context for 
the encyclopedic work of the floristic 
treatments. The details of how we 
prepare and present information are 
given in the Design and Content chap- 
ter, and on a larger scale, in the section 
outlining the history of the Oregon 
Flora Project. A collection of biograph- 
ical sketches of notable Oregon bota- 
nists from 1842 to the present recount 
the oft-time heroic efforts individuals 
have made in pursuit of their botanical 
passions. 

Dennis Albert authored the Ecol- 
ogy chapter; it describes the eleven 
ecoregions of Oregon and the predomi- 
nant plant habitats they support. This 
is followed by “Exploring Oregon’s 
Botanical Diversity,” a chapter by Ed 
Alverson. It presents descriptions of 
places to visit that are outstanding 
examples of Oregon's plant communi- 
ties. Organized by ecoregion, we feel 
it helps a wider audience appreciate 
and explore our flora. These two chap- 
ters include 69 color photographs to 


further entice readers into the field. 

Following the taxonomic treat- 
ments are appendices that emphasize 
Oregon’s rare and unique taxa. Appen- 
dix 1, which lists the plants not treated 
in the Flora, demonstrates the extent 
to which we document and track the 
botanical knowledge of our state. A 
glossary, concise list of references, and 
index of common and scientific names 
complete the book.

contributions. Visual consistency came 
when Tanya Harvey joined our team 
in 2012, providing editing, design and 
layout of the manuscript. 

The general process of handling a 
manuscript was as follows: upon receiv- 
ing the manuscript from an author, 
Stephen would review the document 
for scientific content. The keys were 
tested with herbarium specimens and 
live material when possible, followed 
by additional review of the manuscript. 
OFP staff entered revisions, and Katie 
Mitchell and Thea Cook assembled 
and inserted content from our database 
(ecoregions, elevation range, distribu- 
tion maps) into the text. More rounds 
of proofreading, and the Word docu- 
ments were converted by Tanya into 
desktop publishing software InDesign 
files. With many people working on 
each file and the sheer volume of the 
project, we did encounter a few panic- 
inducing moments: losing all existing 
formatting on the 233-page Poaceae 
document, and realizing that the active 
version of a document didn’t include 
another worker’s previous edits. Fortu- 
nately, we kept backups and were able 
to troubleshoot the issues and devise a 
file organization schema that kept us 
(mostly) on track through the remain- 
ing process. 

Once the content was in InDesign 
files, the design component of the 
project intensified. In order to work 
with more manageable chunks, the 445 
pages of taxonomic treatments were 
divided into five files. OFP staff artist 
John Myers composed plates from the 
521 plant illustrations. Tanya arranged 
and rearranged illustrations, maps, 
descriptions, and keys to make the text 
flow smoothly. OFP staff and volun- 
teers continued to edit and proofread 
as we incorporated suggestions from 
our editor. In an all-day blitz, our staff 
cross-checked every index entry against 
its appearance in a print-out of the 
manuscript. 


To the editor 


On March 20, after seemingly 
endless revisions and corrections, Tanya 
uploaded the completed digital files 


of the manuscript to our editor. It 
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was a marked accomplishment and a 
welcome break while we waited for the 
BRIT (Botanical Research Institute of 
Texas) Press editors to send us their 
edits. The feedback we received from 
Barney Lipscomb and Brooke Best— 
both Ph.D. botanists—treflected their 
editorial skill: they caught errors cover- 
ing the spectrum from em-dashes and 
semi-colons to botanical authorities 
and plant characters. Several iterations 
later, we were ready for Tanya to gener- 
ate a final version of files that could be 
sent to the printer. 

It was an exciting and emotional 
moment to receive the paper proofs— 
608 unbound pages that were unde- 
niably a/most our book. Another 
round of proofreading and still more 
corrections to make (“How could we 
possibly have missed that?!,” we said), 
and finally the copy was mailed to our 
editors. The very last changes were 
inserted, new versions of the files made, 
and both the paper and digital versions 
of Volume I were sent to the printer in 
Korea. Our next correspondence will 
be BRIT Press acknowledging receipt 
of 3,000 copies of the hardbound Flora 
of Oregon, Volume 1! 


Encore 


The completion of Volume 1 is an 
enormous achievement for the OFP. 
We have learned a great deal about 
producing a book that will help us 
complete the remaining Flora more 
efficiently. The 3,600 taxa of dicots will 
be arranged alphabetically and divided 
into approximately equal sized books: 
Adoxaceae—Fagaceae (Vol. 2a) and 
Garryaceae—Zygophyllaceae (Vol. 2b). 
We anticipate having Volume 2a ready 
for BRIT Press by the end of 2017. 

With five years of targeted effort 
and direct expenses (artwork, contracts, 
printing) approximating $260,000, 
Volume I of the Flora of Oregon repre- 
sents a significant accomplishment 
that is derived from twenty years of 
research, collaborations, and data gath- 
ering. The OFP is proud to release this 
publication, and honored to bring to 
completion this much-needed reference 
about the plants of Oregon.

5. The beautiful lilies of this genus tend 
to have nodding, bell-shaped flowers. 
One species, endemic to southwest 
Oregon and northern California, is 
named for Laura Gentner, who discov- 
ered it when she was just 18. 


6. This monotypic genus is named for 
one of Oregon's early botanists, who 
created and self-published the first re- 
gional flora of the Pacific Northwest. 


7. A lovely orchid that is found in shel- 
tered areas of conifer forests and shares 
its name with a sea nymph who held 
Odysseus captive in Homer’s Odyssey. 


8. The bulbs of this blue bloom were 
an important food source for Native 
Americans. 


9. Another term for the Pacific North- 
west region, this is also the name of a 
State Park on the South Santiam. 


10. Commonly known as dogwoods, 
trees in this genus have bark that con- 
tains a quinine-like drug.

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2015 Annual Meeting: Hot Times in Hood River 


For about 80 NPSOers, the 2015 
Annual Meeting began with one of 
nine Friday afternoon field trips. It was 
unseasonably hot. Indeed, it had been 
an early, dry spring, advancing bloom 
times throughout the region. Despite 
this, field trip participants saw lots of 
wildflowers blooming, if not always the 
species expected. 

For example, on the east half of the 
Twin Tunnels trail, the foliage of both 
Columbia desert parsley (Lomatium 
columbianum) and pungent desert 
parsley (Lomatium grayi) was turn- 
ing subtle orange, gold, and peach as 
the plants died back, but broadleaf 
stonecrop (Sedum spathulifolium), 
rein orchid (Platanthera unalascensis), 
fringe-cup (Tellima grandiflora), blue 
elderberry (Sambucus cerulea, synonym 
of Sambucus nigra ssp. caerulea), deer- 
brush (Ceanothus integerrimus), mock

orange (Philadelphus lewisii), and ocean 
spray (Holodiscus discolor) were bloom- 
ing. There was also a rare sighting of 
plains mustard (Schoenocrambe linifolia, 
synonym of Sisymbrium linifolium) on 
a cliff at the entrance to the tunnel. 

At Rattlesnake Falls, most bloom- 
ing plants were in the process of 
setting seed. This included the large 
population of Brown's peony (Paeonia 
brownii), which normally blooms 
in early May. There were still a few 
Delphinium nuttallianum hanging 
on in the woods and a few bloom- 
ing Delphinium burkei (synonym of 
Delphinium distichum) near a patch of 
wet meadow. There was still plenty of 
water at the falls, enough that much 
of the Mimulus guttatus (synonym of 
Erythranthe spp., yet to bloom) was 
under water. Lotus pinnatus (synonym 
of Hosackia pinnata) and Physocarpus 
capitatus were putting on a show at the 
creek edge. On the cliffs above the falls, 
some Penstemon barrettiae were still 
blooming. 

Friday provided an unusual 
opportunity for those interested in 
restoration work. Condit Dam was 
breached on October 26, 2011, restor- 
ing the lower White Salmon River to 
“free-flowing” status, and draining a 
heavily silted former impoundment 
lake (Northwestern Lake). Jeanette 
Burkhardt’s (watershed planner for 
the Yakama Nation Fisheries) on-site 
introduction to the project received 
numerous compliments from partici- 
pants. Cyndi Dion, who had seen the 
site soon after the dam was breached, 
noted: “What a treat to get a ‘before 
and after’ view . . .Your descriptions of 


... the thought that went into what 
was planted, how it is being mulched, 
weeded and maintained, and the 
hope for long-term establishment of a 
sustainable plant community were all 
music to my ears...” 

Friday evening, at the Best West- 
ern Plus Hood River Inn (B3WHR 
Inn, our meeting home base), we 
enjoyed a top-notch buffet of hors 
d oeuvres, followed by introductions 
and a brief review of the history of 
the Mid-Columbia Chapter delivered 
by Jerry Igo. Then Burkhardt gave a 
presentation on the post-dam-removal 
restoration project, including a video 
of the explosion that breached the 
dam (search online for “Condit Dam 
removal video”). She described the 
implementation and evolution of the 
re-vegetation efforts, undertaken with 
the help of a grant from Ecotrust, Paci- 
fiCorp (the dam/land owners), Yakama 
Nation Fisheries, Mid-Columbia

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NPSO President's Message

I am writing to all NPSO members who are federal employees, and who have 
donated to NPSO through the Combined Federal Campaign (CFC), to let you 
know that NPSO is no longer part of the CFC. This is not by choice. 

Every year NPSO must fill out a re-afhliation package to be part of the CFC. 
For the fundraising season this coming fall we were surprised to find that CFC 
member requirements had changed. In prior years, a member group had to demon- 
strate a “Substantial Local Presence” or a “Substantial Statewide Presence.” Now the 
only option is to have a “Substantial Local Presence,” which is defined as having a 
“staffed facility, office or portion of a residence dedicated exclusively to that orga- 
nization, available to members of the public seeking its services or benefits...must 
be open at least 15 hours a week and have a telephone dedicated exclusively to the 
organization.” 

I recently wrote a letter to the national CFC Director Keith Willingham, ex- 
plaining how this is impacting NPSO. To minimize costs and do the “most good” 
with our small annual budget, NPSO does not maintain a staffed office. In fact, we 
have no paid staff. Through our statewide chapters, internet presence and email, 
the public easily finds NPSO. As President, I almost daily receive email addressed 
to info@npsoregon.org with questions and requests from the public. Addition- 
ally, NPSO has a post office box. Though we could easily get a dedicated phone 
line that forwards to a Board member, it is the staffed facility and associated costs 
that especially trouble us. Should we cut student internship funding, field research 
grants, or our support of the Oregon Flora Project to meet the CFC requirement? 
The CFC has always placed a high preference for nonprofits with low administra- 
tive and fundraising costs. It is puzzling that they have now excluded groups who 
take steps to limit their costs — by not paying unnecessary office rent — from 
being able to raise funds. 

I have asked that the CFC re-establish the “Substantial Statewide Presence” 
provision for CFC member re-afhliation in 2016. Unfortunately, I have not yet 
received any response or acknowledgement of my letter. NPSO members who are 
federal employees and wish to donate to NPSO, please consider donating directly 
to NPSO. By the time this newsletter is published or soon after we will have web- 
based capability through PayPal to receive donations and renew memberships. 
Thanks to all NPSO members for renewing your membership every year and do- 
nating above and beyond to support Oregon's native plants and habitats.

small army of mostly local volunteers. 
Challenges included the abnormal 
pH of the remaining soil, the lack of 
irrigation, damage to plantings induced 
by browsing deer and blow-down of 
protection tubes. After two years the 
overall survival rate was a bit higher 
(53%) than expected, including more 
shrubs and white oaks than predicted, 
but 0% of the Douglas firs. Burkhardt 
attributed the past and continuing 
success of the project to the high level 
of community involvement — unre- 
marked were the effects of her energy 
and leadership. 

On Saturday morning, over 150 
eager botanists mustered in the park- 
ing lot of the BWHR Inn, and 14 field 
trips departed. The following are some 
reported highlights. 

There were several sightings 
of rare plants. Mountain lady slip- 
per (Cypripedium montanum) was 
observed in bloom at Sara Wu's prop- 
erty west of Goldendale and at Little 
Bowman Creek (Klickitat Wildlife 
area). Phantom orchid (Cephalanthera 
austiniae) was found at the Conboy 
National Wildlife Refuge and at Little 
Bowman Creek. Rosy owl clover 
(Orthocarpus bracteosus) was observed 
at Conboy National Wildlife Refuge 
and at Panakanic Meadow. Nuttall’s 
quillwort (/soetes nuttallii) was also 
seen at Panakanic Meadow. Douglas’ 
sunflower (Helianthella uniflora) and 
streambank globemallow/hollyhock

(lliamna rivularis), the latter not yet 
in bloom, were found at Monte Carlo. 
Tall bugbane (Cimicifuga elata) was 
observed at Cape Horn and smooth 
goldfields (Lasthenia glaberrima) at the 
vernal pool on Chenoweth Table. 

Some sites provided opportunities 
to do direct comparisons of different 
species within a genus. At Panakanic 
Meadow, a 65-acre wetland on private 
property, owner Joy Markegraf showed: 
Six species of buttercup (pressed 
examples), two in bloom were birds- 
beak (Ranunculus orthorhynchus) and 
white water (Ranunculus aquatilus); 
Growing right next to each other: 
large camas (Camassia leichtlinii) and 
common camas (Camassia quamash); 
Two easily confused cinquefoils: grace- 
ful cinquefoil (Potentilla gracilis, native) 
and sulfur cinquefoil (Potentilla recta, 
invasive nonnative). At Little Bowman 
Creek, there were three types of Clark- 
ia: diamond clarkia (C. rhomboidea), 
slender clarkia (C. gracilis), winecup 
clarkia (C. purpurea). 

On one unusual and highly praised 
trip led by Andrea Ruchty, a botanist 
with the US Forest Service, participants 
collected lichens in the morning and 
then studied these under microscopes 
in the afternoon. Enthused participants 
suggested that similar educational expe- 
riences could be included every year. 

Among the most frequently seen 
were lilies: Brodiaea congesta (synonym 
of Dichelostemma congestum), Triteleia 
hyacinthina, 1: grandiflora ssp. howel- 
lii, Lilium columbianum, Calochortus 
subalpinus; buckwheats: Eriogonum 
compositum, E. sphaerocephalum, E. 
umbellatum; sedums: Sedum stenopeta- 
lum, S. oregonense, S. divergens), as well 
as various lupines and penstemons. 

At some destinations, wildlife 
added to the treasures seen. The group 
at Cape Horn was able to identify 
the song of a lazuli bunting. Bruce 
Newhouse commented on the plethora 
of butterflies along the ridgeline of 
Monte Carlo, such as sara orangetips, 
pale swallowtails, and green hairstreaks 
as well as several beetles and a metallic- 
green Osmia bee pollinating penste- 
mons. Finally, this was the year of the 
snake. Hikers at the Deschutes River 
discovered a rattlesnake ingesting a 


mid-sized rodent. On Friday afternoon, 
the outing to Rattlesnake Falls got a 
slow start when a garter snake devour- 
ing a fledging junco was discovered at 
the edge of the parking area. 

The Hood River Inn provided a 
sumptuous buffet for the Saturday 
evening banquet. The subsequent busi- 
ness meeting included: (1) acknowl- 
edgment of and hearty congratulations 
on the publication of the first volume 
of Flora of Oregon, now available for 
pre-order, (2) the swearing in of new 
officers, and (3) introduction of the 
newly selected NPSO Fellows, Esther 
McEvoy and Frances Stilwell, each of 
whom delivered a short speech. 

An informative keynote address 
by Keith Karoly of Reed College 
capped the activities of the day. Karoly 
described a multidisciplinary scien- 
tific approach in which attention to 
pigment metabolic pathways and both 
classical and molecular studies of inter- 
generational color-trait transmission 
lead to an understanding of blossom 
color that transcends taxonomy and 
even blossom-pollinator interactions. 
Included in the newly demonstrated 
functions of blossom color are resis- 
tance to various environmental stress- 
ors, both biological (e.g., browsers 
and microbial parasites) and physical/ 
chemical (e.g. UV and oxidant toxicity; 
ambient temperature, and drought), 
and mechanisms of speciation. Karoly’s 
research program examines two types 
of larkspur that differ primarily in blos- 
som pigmentation and show differing 
pollinator selectivity, heat tolerance, 
and geographic range. Are these two 
species or one species in the process of 
becoming two? 

Seven more field trips departed 
from the Inn on Sunday morning. Of 
particular interest was a visit to the 
Russ Jolley Wayside on I-84 just west 
of Mosier. The trip provided a great 
opportunity to compare and contrast 
five species of Lomatium, and to add 
two plants to the then-existing list of 
66 species to be found there: blue field 
gilia (Gilia capitata, in bloom) and 
green-banded mariposa lily (Calochor- 
tus macrocarpus, in bud).

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Adaptive Restoration in Oregon’s Coastal Prairies, Clatsop 


Plains

Adaptive management is a frame- 
work for making decisions based on 
the assessed impacts of treatments, 
the results of which are formed into 
a flexible management plan with 
modifications as the plan progresses. 
Adaptive habitat restoration requires 
novel approaches and all-encompassing 
solutions to improve the integrity of 
ecosystems and their surrounding envi- 
ronments. Coastal prairie ecosystems 
are a prime target for restoration since 
they have lost the majority of their 
original range over the past 150 years. 
The Clatsop Plains study is a collabora- 
tive effort testing adaptive management 
methods for restoring coastal prairie 
habitat, conducted by the Institute 
for Applied Ecology (IAE), the North 
Coast Land Conservancy (NCLC), 
the National Park Service (NPS) 
and the U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service 
(USFWS). Dune ecosystems and coast- 
al prairies historically extended from 
northwest Washington to northern 
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California. Today, only about 1% of its 
historic range remains and much of the 
coexisting flora and fauna have conse- 
quently declined. 

Several factors have contributed to 
the reduction of coastal prairie habitats 
including increased anthropogenic 
influence, the introduction of exotic 
species, and climate change. Coastal 
prairie communities have experienced 
rapid habitat loss due to conversion 
to housing developments and areas 
for recreational use. Agriculture has 
introduced many exotic species to 
coastal prairies such as tall fescue 
(Schedonorus arundinaceus), sweet 
vernal grass (Anthoxanthum odoratum), 
and orchard grass (Dactylis glomerata). 
Scotch broom (Cytisus scoparius) was 
initially brought to the western U.S. as 
a decorative garden shrub and is now 
a widespread introduced species in 
coastal prairies, outcompeting native 
plants. While human impacts may be 
detrimental to the survival of coastal 
prairie communities, human influence 
can be incorporated into the conserva- 
tion of surrounding ecosystems. 

A rapidly changing climate is 
another obstacle coastal prairies face

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and will continue to be an important 
consideration for future restoration. 
This ecosystem relies on a maritime 
climate and increased unpredictabil- 
ity of precipitation and temperature 
cycles make it difficult for sensitive 
plant communities to adjust. Shoreline 
erosion and coastal flooding from 
rising sea levels may also play a role 

in the future status of coastal prairies. 
The Fifth Assessment Report from the 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change suggests that the global mean 
sea level could rise by between approxi- 
mately 0.5 to 1 meters (IPCC 2013), 
which could have profound implica- 
tions for coastal ecosystems. 

A major consequence of habitat 
fragmentation is loss of regional 
biodiversity. Oregon coastal prairie 
sub-habitats include salt-spray mead- 
ows and stabilized dunes; both are 
critically important to the endangered

National Seed 
Strategy 


The Department of the Interior has 
released a National Seed Strategy for 
Rehabilitation and Restoration 2015— 
2020. This Strategy was developed by 
the Plant Conservation Alliance and 
its scope is not limited to federal agen- 
cies. the BLM explains on the National 
Seed Strategy webpage “it is designed 
to provide a more coordinated ap- 
proach among tribal, state, federal, 
local and private entities, including 
commercial growers, to restoring plant 
communities.” 

There are four main goals, all 
focused on genetically appropriate, lo- 
cally adapted seed: assess seed needs 
and increase seed availability; conduct 
research to improve seed production 
and storage as well as restoration and 
monitoring techniques; develop tools 
to help managers make restoration 
seeding decisions; and develop strate- 
gies for communication, including 
education and outreach. The National 
Seed Strategy does not change current 
federal law or agency policies. Rather, 
it is envisioned as a guide and aims to 
create a national network of existing 
public and private entities to achieve 
its goals.

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New Milkweed 
Seed Source Near 
Clarno 


NPSO members who attended the 
2010 NPSO Annual Meeting hosted 
by the High Desert Chapter may re- 
member driving past the USFS Clarno 
Hardwood Propagation Facility on 
their way to the BLM campground, 
along the John Day River north of 
Clarno. Now the Clarno Facility is 
home to a new source of native milk- 
weed seed for central Oregon. Last 
year, the USFS established a plantation 
of Asclepias speciosa and A. fascicularis 
at the Clarno Facility. Seed from 18 
separate populations is planted together 
to promote crossing of genotypes and 
genetically diverse seed. The goal is 
to produce large quantities of locally 
adapted seed for habitat restoration. 

There are already signs of success 
just one year into the project. This past 
June, USFS Geneticist Matt Horning 
sent an email update that two mon- 
archs and dozens of other pollinator 
species were seen on a portion of the 
Clarno Facility milkweed plantation. 
Horning noted “These plants were not 
even in the ground at this location at 
this time last year. And now, the very 
first year...the very first spring, we have 
monarchs utilizing this plantation.” 
Indeed, as the Clarno Facility is located 
along a monarch migration route, the 
plantation is intended as a waystation 
and breeding habitat in addition to a 
seed source.

Adaptive Restoration, cont'd 


Oregon silverspot butterfly (Figure 1; 
Speyeria zerene hippolyta). The Oregon 
silverspot's life cycle relies on the 
hooked spur violet (Viola adunca), a 
small violet that predominantly exists 
in coastal prairies. Their historic range 
is from northern Washington south 

to northern California (U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service 2013). The current 
distribution of the Oregon silverspot 
in Oregon is shown in Figure 2. Now 
mostly extirpated because of fragment- 
ed habitat, a multi-agency collaborative 
effort has formed to restore the Oregon 
silverspot back to portions of its histor- 
ic range. For example, the adaptive 
restoration in the Clatsop Plains region 
actively engages many partners includ- 
ing the NCLC, NPS, USFWS, Natural 
Resource Conservation Service and the 
Nature Conservancy. 

Restoration of coastal areas 
requires consideration of the historical 
disturbance regimes at work in a func- 
tioning grassland ecosystem. Coastal 
prairies rely partly on disturbance to 
ensure growth of native grasses and 
limit encroaching shrubs. Historic 
disturbance included fire and shifting 
sands from coastal winds (Heady et al. 
1977). Now, since these processes no 
longer occur at the same intervals, land 
management strategies could incorpo- 
rate mimicking disturbance into their 
restoration objectives. 

In the Clatsop Plains study, three 
different treatments and a control 
were used to evaluate the effectiveness 
of each method on prairie restoration

(Figure 3). The treatments included 
herbicide application, topsoil inver- 
sion, and topsoil removal. No treat- 
ments were applied to control plots, 
but they were exposed to the same 
environmental conditions as all other 
treatments (weather, climate, herbivory, 
etc.) to create a basis for comparison. 
Glyphosate and Imazapyr, both broad 
spectrum herbicides typically used for 
weed control, were alternately applied 
to the herbicide plots to assess the 
impact of exotic species in competition 
with native plants. For topsoil inver- 
sion, vegetation and soil were turned 
over to mimic dune-soil conditions 
where nutrient rich soil layers move 
under or over nutrient poor layers. 
Previous studies in central California 
and northwest Wales, U.K., show that 
mimicking natural disturbance regimes 
of blowing sand and dune creation can 
be effective in increasing establishment 
of coastal prairie species (Jones et al. 
2010, Boisson et al. 2006). Topsoil 
removal excavates nutrient rich topsoil 
and leaves behind a sandy, nutrient 
poor layer; this encourages colonization 
through reseeding post soil removal. 

In the Clatsop Plains study, several 
acres have been treated and an adap- 
tive management decision-making 
framework will guide the remainder of 
the restoration process, where combi- 
nations of treatments will be imple- 
mented over a larger scale. Conducting 
more experiments that factor in a 
rapidly changing climate and attempt 
to mimic natural disturbance regimes 
allows land managers and researchers to

gain a more expansive knowledge base 
and tool set to conserve biodiversity 
and reduce habitat fragmentation. Ulti- 
mately, restoring the integrity of coastal 
ecosystems improves upon the services 
these ecosystems provide in a way 

that benefits the natural and human- 
influenced ecology as a whole.

The McKenzie Watershed, encom- 
passing 1,248 square miles, lies within 
Linn and Lane counties. Ecoregions 
include High Cascades, Western Cas- 
cades and the Willamette Valley, with 
elevations from 10,358 feet at South 
Sister to 373 feet at the confluence of 
the McKenzie and Willamette Rivers. 


McKenzie River Origins 

The McKenzie River flows west- 
ward from the High Cascades.

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which can retain water for several years. 
About 3,000 years ago, lava flows from 
the Sand Mountain volcanic chain 
dammed the ancestral McKenzie River, 
forming Clear Lake. Cold, clear 38° 
water wells up at Clear Lake Great 
Springs, emerging from a system of 
lava tubes underneath the surface. The 
water in Clear Lake is so clear that a 
prehistoric forest of snags can still be 
seen on the bottom. Clear Lake is rec- 
ognized as the McKenzie River’s source, 
but actually it is the place where we 
start to name it the McKenzie River. 
One and a half miles south of 
Clear Lake the river surges over a cata- 
ract that drops 73 feet. Natives called 
the falls Sahalie, a Chinook jargon 
word meaning “high.” A half mile 
beyond Sahalie, the water leaps off 
another cliff at Koosah Falls. Expect to

Wildflower season may be just a memory but you will still have a reason for 
outdoor explorations with this new book. Field Guide to Manzanitas: California, 
North America, Mexico was published in May and is a collaboration of authors Mi- 
chael Kauffmann, Tom Parker, and Michael Vasey with photographer Jeff Bisbee. 
There are descriptions of 104 species and subspecies of manzanita, including range 
maps and color photos. Regional keys and lists of taxa, along with 28 hot-spot des- 
tinations, provide additional field reference. There is also a natural history section 
that covers manzanita endemism, ecology, and evolution. Rudolf Schmid noted in 
his review: 

“Many famous taxonomists have worked on Arctostaphylos, which despite their col- 
lective efforts, has often been regarded as one of those groups easy to identify to genus, but 
hard to species. Field Guide to Manzanitas might well demolish that notion, not only 
because of its many identificatory aids and spectacular color photos, maps, and graphics, 
but also because of the all-star cast generating and interpreting them.”

The 2014 NPSO Annual Meeting 


was held in Cannon Beach, Oregon. 
While organizing for this meeting, 
local botanical enthusiasts realized that 
there were many more than ten NPSO 
members in the region. We began or- 
ganizing into a formal chapter in fall 
2014. Activities are centered on Sea- 
side, Oregon. Named Filipendula, for 
the endemic shrub Filipendula occiden- 
talis, queen of the forest, this chapter's 
range closely follows the distribution 
of this species. Centered on Clatsop 
County, its range includes south Pa- 
cific County, just above the Columbia 
River, and Tillamook County to the 
south. 

North coast plant communities in- 
clude coastal dune grasslands, remnant 
dune prairies, sea cliffs, many types 
of wetlands, numerous riparian com- 
munities, including salt and freshwater

tidal areas, extensive coastal temperate 
rainforest, which covers the west side of 
the Coast Range, and balds on a num- 
ber of peaks, with wildflower meadows, 
rock gardens and rocky cliffs. This area 
is south of the continental ice sheets 

of the Pleistocene, and north and west 
of areas traditionally burned by native 
tribes. It has a lush and diverse ecology 
on a rugged topography; we continue 
to find new species, new plant commu- 
nities and range extensions of species 
from other regions. 

Future outings include paddle trips 
as well as hikes, and winter hikes to 
look at ferns, bryophytes and lichens. 
Other planned activities include site 
listing of new areas for Lewis & Clark 
National Historical Park, and for 
North Coast Land Conservancy; both 
were very supportive in starting this 
chapter. This year's outings included a 
trip to Angora Peak, where a new pop- 
ulation of F occidentalis was found just 
before the 2014 Annual Meeting, and 
Gearhart Fen, where I saw Menyanthes 
trifoliata, buckbean, in flower for the 
first time.

America, Mexico, and Central and 
South America in his research. He has 
published numerous papers in botani- 
cal journals, including the description 
of nine Castilleja species new to sci- 
ence, two of which are endemic or 
primarily endemic to Oregon. He has 
authored the treatment of Castilleja for 
Flora of North America and Plants of the 
Four Corners Region and is preparing 
the same for Flora of Oregon, Volume 

3, for the pending revision of Flora of 
the Pacific Northwest, and a new Flora 
of New Mexico. Mark also maintains 

an actively updated plant photo site on 
Flickr, flickr.com/photos/mark_egger_ 
castilleja, including extensive sets of his 
photos of every species and variety of 
Castilleja occurring in North America 
north of Mexico, and of most of the 
species found in Mexico and the rest of 
Latin America. 

The title of Mark’s presentation is 
“An Introduction to the Taxonomy of 
Castilleja and Related Genera, and a 
Synopsis of the Species Found in Or- 
egon and Adjacent Portions of Wash- 
ington, Idaho, and California.” Up 
to eight paintbrush species are docu- 
mented from the McKenzie River area. 
Bruce Newhouse, annual meeting field 
trip chair, promises at least one species 
should be observed on every field trip! 


Dave Kretzing, retired U.S. For- 
est Service hydrologist, will be Friday 
evening's speaker. His talk, "The Geol- 
ogy and Hydrology of the McKenzie 
River," will focus on the geology that 
formed the McKenzie basin and sur- 
rounding areas, explaining how geology 
has affected the McKenzie River from 
the Cascade crest to the valley floor. 
Dave will also tie in the geology to Sat- 
urday field trip locations. 

Following his undergraduate de- 
gree in Earth Sciences from Pennsyl- 
vania State University, Dave worked 
in the Gifford Pinchot National For- 
est, the Rigdon Ranger District on 
the Willamette National Forest in 
Oakridge, the Malheur National For- 
est in John Day, then returned to the 
Willamette National Forest, Blue River 
and McKenzie Ranger Districts as zone 
hydrologist. He served in this capacity 
for 12 years. During his tenure with 
the Willamette National Forest, Dave 
participated in research management 
in partnership with the HJ Andrews 
Experimental Forest. 

In 2009, Dave accepted a position 
as the hydropower coordinator for the 
Forest, continuing in this role until 
his retirement in the fall of 2012. He 
continues to be involved, volunteering 
at both the Gifford Pinchot and Wil- 


lamette National Forests. 


Phacelia argentea Under ESA Review 


Phacelia argentea is a rare perennial 
that grows along the coast from Ban- 
don, Oregon to Crescent City, Califor- 
nia. It is found above high tide on open 
sand, partly stabilized sand dunes, and 
bluffs. Flowering from May to August, 
the white blooms provide food for and 
are pollinated by native bees. Com- 
monly called silvery phacelia, its leaves 
have silvery hairs that appear to help 
repel salt and retain water. 

There are fewer than 30 known 
populations of P argentea left in Or- 
egon, and these remain threatened 
by off-road vehicle trafic and human 


development, as well as invasive Euro- 
pean beach grass (Ammophila arenaria) 
and gorse (Ulex europaeus). The species 
is currently listed as threatened by the 
Oregon Department of Agriculture and 
has an ORBIC rare, threatened, and 
endangered list status of 1, which is re- 
served for taxa most at risk and threat- 
ened with extinction. 

Supporting further protection for 
P argentea, NPSO joined forces with 
seven other groups: the Center for 
Biological Diversity, Oregon Wild, 
Friends of Del Norte, Oregon Coast

Benton County Earns Community Wildlife Habitat Status 


by Esther Gruber McEvoy, Corvallis Chapter 
Benton County qualified as the 


first in Oregon to become a National 
Wildlife Federation (NWF) Com- 
munity Wildlife Habitat with help 
from the Corvallis Chapter of NPSO. 
In July 2013, groups and individuals 
came together under the umbrella of 
the Corvallis Sustainability Coalition 
to earn this certification. It was a year 
ago that the coalition received word 
from the NWF that it met the criteria 
for certification. We are the first Com- 
munity Wildlife Habitat in Oregon 
and we did it in just within a year. 
The representatives from the NWF 
were impressed with the speed with 
which we were certified after filling the 
requirements. 

The NWF requires four criteria 
for certification: food sources, water 
sources, cover for wildlife, and places to 
raise young. The hardest requirement 
for most people is to provide a water 
source. [hat means one has to have 
a bird bath or other water container 
with water year around if there is not 
a natural source of water nearby. We 
qualified with 228 individual Benton 
County property owners or renters and 
93 common areas, including 16 farms.

Alliance, the California Native Plant 
Society, the Environmental Protection 
Information Center, and the Klamath- 
Siskiyou Wildlands Center. In March 
2014, these groups filed a petition 
with the U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service 
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Jefferson Elementary School, Waldorf 
School, Cheldelin Middle School, 
Crescent Valley High School, and 
College Hill High School all became 
certified. 

Once certified, we have to con- 
tinue every year to add people to the 
certification program and educate the 
public with information on wildlife 
habitat in the community. Benton 
County needed 500 points to get certi- 
fied and received 612. The following 
businesses and organizations supported 
the effort to get the county certified: 
Benton Soil and Water Conservation 
District, Chintimini Wildlife Cen- 
ter, Willamette Gardens Native Plant 
Nursery, Institute for Applied Ecology, 
Audubon Society of Corvallis, Green- 
belt Land Trust, Corvallis Chapter 
of NPSO, Neighborhood Naturalist, 
OSU Extension, Benton County Natu- 
ral Areas, Shonnards Nursery, Beth 
Young's Garden Design, and Schmidt's 
Garden Center. 

The Corvallis Chapter of NPSO 
maintains a native plant garden that 
encircles the Avery House at Avery 
Park and is now a certified Community

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Citizen Science for Plant Buffs 


Citizen science volunteer opportunities 
seem to be growing at an exponential 
rate, thanks to Web technology. For 
those who botanize, it can be an ad- 
ditional way to share and compare your 
observations with other like-minded 
souls. For scientists and land managers, 
it is a welcome information resource. 
Some of the projects currently available 
are described below, with information 
accessed from the respective project's 
website. Most of these projects have 
their data available online for anyone 
to view and use noncommercially. 


Phenology 


Oregon Season Tracker is an Oregon 
project with national partners. It was 
started in 2014 by the Oregon State 
University Extension program and the 
HJ Andrews Experimental Forest Long 
Term Ecological Research (LTER) 
Program. Volunteers collect data on 
plant phenology and precipitation 
around the state. To participate, you 
will need to attend a training workshop 
(in 2015, workshops were held spring/ 
summer in western Oregon). Then 
choose a species from the list that you 
can observe on your own property, 
with priority for eight native species. 
Datasets and reporting are managed 
by the national partners, CoCoRaHS 
and Natures Notebook. ‘The data are 
used to track weather patterns and how 
plants respond to changes in weather. 
To learn more, visit http://oregonsea- 
sontracker.forestry.oregonstate.edu. 


Project BudBurst is a nationwide 


network of citizen scientists. The proj- 
ect began in 2007 and is co-managed 
by the National Ecological Observatory 
Network (NEON) and the Chicago 
Botanic Garden. Volunteers provide 
data on plant phenology, reporting 
dates when they observe leafing, flow- 
ering, and fruiting. Reports are submit- 
ted online via forms to standardize the 
data. While there is a “Master List” of 
over 250 species, reports are accepted 
for any plant species. The data are col- 
lected for scientists to study how plant 
species are adapting to climate change.

Season Spotter is a new project 
launched this past summer that is 
focused on North America. It is a 
partnership between Zooniverse, Har- 
vard University, and NEON. You can 
contribute to this project without even 
going outside. A database of images is 
already online and volunteers are need- 
ed to identify seasonal features such as 
flowers, leaves, and cones. The images 
are taken daily by a network of auto- 
mated cameras to monitor how plants 
are adapting to changes in weather and 
climate. No need to select a species, 
images needing analysis are loaded au- 
tomatically to your web browser, along 
with a set of questions. Learn more on 
the project blog, https://seasonspotter.

Species Hotline. The goal is to help 
natural resource managers control in- 
vasive species. Participants need to set 
up a user account in order to report 
sightings of invasive species and view 
other reports. Individual reports as well 
as spreadsheets and other large datasets 
are accepted. Alternatively, individual 
reports can be submitted to the Oregon 
Invasive Species Hotline without an 
account.

What's Invasive is an app for iPhone 
and Android that began with data for 
California in 2010 but has since ex- 
panded. It is a collaboration between 
the National Park Service, University of 
California, Los Angeles, and University 
of Georgia. Volunteers set up local sites 
(most are in the U.S.) to monitor for 
invasive species and each site has a list 
of species to report. You can contribute 
data for any existing site or set up your 
own site. Report invasive species by up- 
loading a photo with GPS coordinates 
and comments. The data help public 
land managers monitor and control in- 
vasive species more effectively.
